ment. No one makes a private pro­ 
's on such labor. The governm ent 
is spending all it can and indeed 
i a great deal more than some peo­ 
ple think it should to do what it 
¡., do:ng for the unemployed. 
The Administration has gone to 
considerable lengths to try to pro­ 
vide aid in forms that would pre­ 
serve the self-respect as well as 
the bodily well-being of the job­ 
less. It such strikes are a sample 
of the gratitude evoked, the pub­ 
lic may reasonably feel that fur- 
t.-ier solicitude is useless. We do 
not believe that this recalcitrant 
attitude reflects the 
real 
senti- 
men of the great majority of the 
unemployed but only of 
a 
few- 
obstinate leaders and small dis­ 
gruntled groups. Relief to the de­ 
serving should 
continue 
to 
be 
generous, and such developmen+s 
will help to show who are the de- 
arving. 
It is argued, of course, that the 
payment of less than the 
“pre­ 
vailing” wage on relief projects 
will tend to underm ine the wage 
scale in general private em ploy­ 
ment. It has been 
pointed 
out, 
however, and very validly, that 
to take care of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of workers on even a sub­ 
sistence wage is to save them iro n 
having to take simply 
w hatever 
wage is offered in private employ­ 
ment in order to eat. The effect of 
work relief in thus holding a huge 
tem porary surplus off the labor 
m arket may well be more signi­ 
ficant than the possible effect of 
relief wages in reducing pay. 
For that m atter, there are many, 
and the num ber is probably in­ 
i' asing, who believe that hourly 
wage rates in the building trades 
ought to come down. 
There 
is 
good reason to believe that if they 
were somewhat reduced, the pick­ 
up in construction activity would 
give workmen larger 
year-round 
earnings even at a lower hourly 
rate, because of fuller 
employ­ 
ment. 
The disturbance in this field of 
relief adm inistration activity 
is 
doubly unfortunate. The obdura- 
y of construction crafts may re­ 
sult in a 
larger 
proportion 
of 
“boondoggling” 
projects 
being 
accepted instead of more perm a­ 
nently useful structures. And the 
the slowness of the FERA in gett­ 
ing its huge program under w y 
and furnishing em ployment 
has 
been bad enough! without 
this 
complication. 
Americans cannot help ponder­ 
ing at the same time the serious 
riots which have taken place in 
France in resistance to the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s effort there 
to 
pare 
down public expenses that have 
become 
ominously 
burdensom e. 
What connection is there between 
this 
and the 
situation 
of 
the 
United States? The difficulties are 
not identical by any means. But 
they do have enough in common 
to illustrate this: The great prob­ 
lem of a republic is to m aintain 
justice between the few and the 
many. A tryanny of the aristocra­ 
cy may be more fam iliar but a 
tyranny of the masses is no less 
possible. 
In the instance of the Am eri­ 
can relief strikes it 
is a 
neat 
question which really are the few 
and which the many. Large as is 
the num ber of the 
unemployed, 
'he grum blers among 
them 
are 
probably the few in comparison 
to the many taxpayers who are 
contributing to try to give them 


a helping hand. If that hand is 
refused, if the fair offer of work 
is spurned when the nation has 
done its best to be generous, then 
those who strike relieve the Gov­ 
ernm ent of further responsibility 
for their welfare and must look 
to themselves or their misguiding

CREAKING FLOOR 
EASILY REPAIRED 


M any old residence have creak­ 
ing floors—a small but 
decidely 
annoying daily 
nuisance. 
These 
may have been caused by im prop­ 
er nailing, w arping of the board 
or floor joists, or a faulty con­ 
struction of the floor as a 
whole. 
W arping boards may have loosen­ 
ed or draw n out the nails, and the 
boards may have w arped because 
they were laid when wet or w hen 
the sub-floor was damp. O ften­ 
tim es the finished floor has been 
nailed directly to the floor joists, 
and the latter have w arped and 
thus not provided a level bearing 
for the flooring. 
It is a good plan to inspect the 
floors and m ake necessary repairs 
at once. If the boards have lifted 
from the joists, they should 
be 
nailed back into place and if no: - 
essary renailed. On the first floor, 
a thin strip of wood driven be­ 
tween the bottom of the 
flooring j 
and the top of the joists or 
a I 
wooden cleat fastened to the si le 
of the joist sufficiently high to 
support the flooring will elim inate 
the play. The removal of creak­ 
ing floors by one of these simple 
operations may serve to contri­ 
bute materially to the occupant’s 
enjoym ent of his home. 


Lights In Stair Halls 


Many stair halls do not have 
proper light. Usually a single light 
in the upper 
and 
lower 
halls 
leaves a considerable section of 
the center of the stair fairly dark, 
and a wall light at the landing or 
halfway up the stairs should be 
added. 


HEATING PLANT REPAIR 
MADE IN HOT MONTHS 


This is the tim e of year to pam t 


radiators and heating pipes. Many 
inquiries are made concerning tho 
effect of various finishes on the 
am ount of heat transm itted by a 
radiator. Radiator finishes produ 'o 
no storage of heat in the coatings 
or thin rpdiator walls. They do 
not materially change the am ount 
of heat given out by conduction 
and 
connection, 
but 
they 
do 
change the am ount of radiant heat 
emitted. This is little changed Dy 
the color of the finish, but is af­ 
fected by the final surface te x ­ 
ture. 
Metallic paint finishes m ay r e ­ 
tard heat emission as m uch as 20 
per cent. Dull or flat paint rang­ 
ing from white to black protect 
the metal practically without im ­ 
pairm ent of the 
radiation. 
For 
this reason, if it is desirable to i 
cut down the heat from pipes in a 
furnace room, a bronze or alum i- ■ 
num paint should be used. 
Since dull-finished light colors 
do not greatly affect 
radiatior, 
radiators can be finished in the 
sam e shade as the wall paint. This 
makes the radiator far less con­ 
spicuous than it will be with a 
strongly contrasting paint. 
At the same time, it is often 
advantageous to be able to dis­ 
tinguish the 
different 
exposed 
heating pipes in the basem ent, and 
the use of various colors on the^( 
will facilitate their location for 
repairs.

Wild Ducks Over Baited Areas 
In 1934, Biiogical Survey Reporis 


WASHINGTON, 
August 
9.— 
Shooting over baited areas result­ 
ed in the killing last year of more 
than 660,000 wild ducks, the B u­ 
reau of Biological Survey reported 
today. Under the new regulations 
for hunting migratory wild fowl, 
issued last week, all shooting ov­ 
er baited areas is prohibited. 
Last year 
the 
bureau 
issued 
3003 permits to shoot over baited 
ground or water until 
3 
p. 
m, 
during the hunting season. These 
permits issued without charge, re­ 
quired hunters to report to 
the 
bureau the number of ducks kill­ 
ed in this way. According to these 
reports, 44.349 hunters killed 661.- 
204 ducks, 11.140 geese and 739 
brant. 
The heaviest kill of ducks 
on 
baited area in any one State, the 
bureau reported, was in Califor­ 
nia. where 10,476 hunters killed 
209,097. Illinois was second with 
a total bag of 161,935 ducks 
bv 
12,958 hunters. Other states where 
permit holders reported total kills 
of more than 20,000 ducks were: 
Washington, with 
2477 
hunters 
and 74,528 ducks killed; Oregon, 
2421 hunters, 62,183 ducks; Mary­ 
land, 4371 hunters, 34,146 ducks; 
Missouri, 
1804 
hunters, 
20,538 
ducks. 
Mallards w'ere killed in larger 
numbers over 
baited 
premises 
than any other kind of duck, with 
a total of 237,893 of which 135,- 
710 were reported from 
Illinois 
alone. Pintails were next with a 
total for the country of 187,452, 
of which 127,958 were 
reported 
from 
California. 
Canvasbacks, 
among ducks protected last 
sea­ 


son by a special daily bag limit of 
5, were killed over baited areas to 
the number of 7450, scaup to the 
number of 29,834, shovelers, 
15, 
239 and redheads, 5539. 
“Though practiced in only a few 
areas at the close of the World 
War, baiting, once started, soon 
became widespread,“ said a state­ 
m e n t by 
the Biological 
Survey. 
-Gunners who baited had a tre­ 
mendous advantage 
over 
those 
wno did not, and when one hun.- 
er started baiting others shooting 
in the same area felt more or less 
compelled to follow. 
"Opposition to baiting grew un ­ 
til, in 1933, an investigation was 
requested by the Board of Sports­ 
men and Conservationists, 
then 
advising the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture on matters pertaining to the 
migratory bird treaty act. 
Con­ 
ducted by 12 naturalists 
of 
the 
Biological Survey in all parts of 
the country, this investigation re­ 
vealed an adequate supply of na­ 
tural food for the birds and show­ 
ed that baiting had many serious 
effects. The practice, it was found, 
not only affected all the common 
species * of ducks and geese, but 
had its most injurious effects on 
the 
canvasbacks, 
red 
heads, 
scaups and other 
diving 
ducks 
that have decreased most alarm­ 
ingly. 
“Steps were taken to 
regulate 
the practice in 1934 by allowing 
baiting only under permit, 
with 
restrictions, and the necessity for 
a reduced annual kill this fall has 
made it advisable this year to p ro ­ 
hibit all hunting on baited prem ­ 
ises. 
“The investigators in 1933 re­ 
ported as much natural food, to­ 
day per bird as there ever 
was, 
but they found that baiting on a

shooting area often attracted the 
birds away from a good supply 
of natural food and held them in 
areas that 
were 
not 
naturally 
adapted for wintering waterfowi. 
To some extent, the urge to mi­ 
grate was lost, and the birds, thus 
delayed in their flight, often suf­ 
fered 
from cold and starvation. 
Probably 95 per cent of all who 
bait, 
the investigators 
reported, 
cease their feeding within a week 
or 10 days of 
the close 
of 
the 
gunning season. 
“Most serious of the effects of 
baiting was the increase of the 
total numbers of birds killed by 
hunters, especially when bait was 
used in connection with live de­ 
coys, batteries and 
scull 
boats. 
Bait, the investigators 
reported, 
quickly tamed the birds and when 
a large number of decoys were 
used it was common to see 
the 
ducks alight within a few feet of 
the blinds. Often the birds were 
tamed so completely that a flock 
fired on sometimes returned for 
a second and even a third bom­ 
bardment. 
“Other injurious effects include 
lead poisoning of 
diving 
ducks. 
Year after year shot accumulated 
on the bottom of heavily baited 
areas and birds picked up shot 
pellets for grit or mistook shot for 
seed.

lding all it can and indeed 
, grtst deal more than some peo­ 
ple think it should to do what it ¡Science Monitor, 
i» do:ng for the unemployed. 
The Administration has gone to 
considerable lengths to try to pro­ 
vide aid in forms that would pre­ 
serve the self-respect as well as 
the bodily well-being of the jo b -jenter 
jess. If such strikes are a sam ple' 
of the gratitude evoked, the pub­ 
lic may reasonably feel that fur­ 
ther solicitude is useless. We do I 
not believe that this recalcitrant; 
attitude reflects the 
real 
senti­ 
me n of the great majority of the 
unemployed but only of 
a 
few 
obstinate leaders and small dis­ 
gruntled groups. Relief to the de­ 
riving should 
continue 
to 
be 
generous, and suefi developments 
will help to show who are the de­ 
serving. 
It is argued, of course, that the 
payment of less than the 
"pre­ 
vailing” wage on relief projects 
will tend to undermine the wage 
scale in general private employ­ 
ment. It has been 
pointed 
out, 
however, and very validly, that 
to take care of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of workers on even a sub­ 
sistence wage is to save them frori 
having to take simply 
whatever 
wage is offered in private employ­ 
ment in order to eat. The effect of 
work relief in thus holding a huge 
temporary surplus off the labor 
market may well be more signi­ 
ficant than the possible effect o! 
relief wages in reducing pay. 
For that matter, there are many, 
and the number is probably in- 
creasing, who believe that hourly 
wage rates in the building trades 
I ought to come down.

I good reason to believe that if they

CREAKING FLOOR 
EASILY REPAIRED 


Many old residence have creak­ 
ing floors—a small but 
decidely 
annoying daily 
nuisance. 
These 
may have been caused by im prop­ 
er nailing, w arping of the board 
or floor joists, or a faulty con­ 
struction of the floor as a 
whole. 
W arping boards may have loosen­ 
ed or draw n out the nails, and the 
boards may have w arped because 
they w ere laid when wet or w hen 
the sub-floor was dam p. O ften­ 
times the finished floor has been 
nailed directly to the floor joisti, 
and the latter have w arped and 
thus not provided a level bearing 
for the flooring. 
It is a good plan to inspect the 
floors and make necessary repairs 
at once. If the boards have lifted 
from the joists, they should 
be 
nailed back into place and if no: - 
essary renailcd. On the first floor, 
a thin strip of wood driven be­ 
tween the bottom of the 
flooring 
and the top of the joists or 
a 
wooden cleat fastened to the si le 
of the joist sufficiently high to 
support the flooring will elim inate 
the play. The removal of creak ­ 
ing floors by one of these simple 
operations may serve to contri­ 
bute m aterially to the occupant’s 
enjoym ent of his home.

Radiator finishes produ-c 
no storage of heat in the coatings 
or thin radiator walls.

change the am ount of radiant heat 
emitted. This is little changed oy 
the color of the finish, but is af­ 
fected by the final surface te x ­ 
ture. 
Metallic paint finishes m ay r e ­ 
tard heat emission as much as 20 
per cent. Dull or flat paint ran g ­ 
ing from white to black protect 
the metal practically without im ­ 
pairm ent of the 
radiation. 
For 
thir reason, if it is desirable to 
cut down the heat from pipes in a 
furnace room, a bronze or alum i­ 
num paint should be used, 
i 
Since dull-finished light colors 
do not greatly affect 
radiatior, 
j radiators can be finished in the 
sam e shade as the wall paint. This 
makes the radiator far less con­ 
spicuous than it will be with a 
strongly contrasting paint. 
At the same time, it is oflea 
advantageous to be able to dis­ 
tinguish the 
different 
exposed 
heating pipes in the basement, and 
the use of various colors on the«« 
will facilitate their location for 
repairs.
